The output of dairy butter increased from 
295,448 tons in 1935 to 385,451 tons in 1936, 
and this increase is being continued. In con- 
tion with the policy of storage, the supply 
» market is adjusted so that there is 


even distribution. In the cheese market a 
carefully devised quota system adjusts con- 
sumption and production. 
German Government is rather proud 
of what it has done for the dairying industry, 
nd the Dairy Exhibition, held on well- 
appointed premises at Kaiserdamm, empha- 
sises this point very effectively. Until one 


has seen an exhibition like this, it is difficult 
to realise how much engineering skill has 
been devoted to dairying. Most of the 
machinery required appears to have been 
made in Denmark, Sweden and Germany, and 
a small proportion in England. There are 
no exhibits from the United States of 
America,

ATTITUDE OF MEXICAN

E question of representations to 
the Mexican Government with 
regard to the position of foreign oil 
companies operating in Mexico is 
under consideration by the British 
Government, Reuter learns. 

No decision has, however, so far 
been reached as to the form which 
the representations will take. 

The attitude of the Mexican’ Govern. 
ment towards foreign oil interests, which
